THE WOOD RA*TS’ INDUSTRY. (.

Constructed, a House..of, Kindling 
, Wood and Kept It In Repair. 

In the natural history coming under 
my observation I have not.,seen Any¬ 
thing concerning the wood rat! It' 
may be that the'rodent is too.com-' 
mon to attract special attention,,:but 
-I am inclined to believe, that, -if he 
is widely distributed he is rarely; ob¬ 
served. ', V I 

About two years ago I becameMn- 
.terested in a pair of wood j;ats i that 
seized upon and possessed tbSmseives 
of my wood house .for a habitation. 
The house is thirty feet long and One 
end of it used for a work'bench,! re¬ 
pair shop and tool house. T.he -other 
end is used mainly for storing J dry 
kmdlmg wood and small stove wdod. 
The rats moved in when, I was away 
for a period, and the pair found a 
good supply of dry pine sticks, a,foot 
to sixteen inches in length split from 
inch boards. These were of various 
widths from one to five-'inches, and 
there were a. number of heavy sticks, 
of scantling in a corner. With nota¬ 
ble industry the rats'Had piled ‘the 
small sticks into a fairly regular pyra- 
mid, using the heavy pieces they 
could not move for foundation and 
frame, adapting their architecture, to 
the conditions of the location with re¬ 
markably ingenuity. * * 

Their architecture fitted in with ihe 
landscape In the \voodhouse so well 
that it was some time before I noticed 
that the kindling wood' was methddi- 
cally piaced. As. wet ‘weather . came 
and the kindling, was needed, I fre¬ 
quently took an armful into the house, 
without realizing that I was’taking 
gargoyles and cornices from “’.private 
residence. ..

In removing the sticks I often 
pulled down a quantity of the pile; in 
selecting.

let’s give him a baked ostrich.’ 

“That, of course, you understand, 
meant a very' costly dinner.

ThevCuriojis Case Related of Henry 
Wicks. 

Medico-legal authorities have lately 
been much interested in the case of 
one Henry Wicks, a Wisconsin farmer, 
who lived near La Crosse. In 1882, 
while in a drunken frenzy, he'tried 
to kill himself and was sent to an 
asylum as a suicidal maniac. A year 
later his wife secured a divor.ee and 
married again. Last week a jury of 
physicians reported to the_ court that 
Wicks was, quite-sane, and’ one of the 
physicians went so far as 40 say that 
he doubted that Wicks had ever been 
insaife. But this same jury found that 
Wicks had become so embittered 
against bis wife and children that he 
threatened to kill’ them once be was 
at liberty. He ’ffas no delusions con¬ 
cerning the contemplated act. He 
knows' that it would be a crime, and 
appreciates the consequences. He ■ is 
willing to assume the responsibility 
for .the death oi those who, he is 
convinced, have done him such a great 
wrong. On this account, the physi¬ 
cians, although declaring him quite 
sane—mentally and morally responsi¬ 
ble for his acts-r-refuse to recommend' 
his. release. They hold that to do so 
would be to open the door to murder 
and the court agrees with them. So 
it stands that Wicks, sane after twen¬ 
ty-one years of confinement as. a mad¬ 
man, must spend the rest of his life 
in an asylum, unless some way can be 
found to ward against all possibility of 
his doing murder. ; •'

Strength of Mushrooms, 

A curious Instance of the wonderful 
force exerted by.growing vegetation is 
related in the Gardeners' Magazine. 
This force seems all the more remark¬ 
able when exerted-by light and unsub¬ 
stantial mushrooms, but does not ap¬ 
pear so extraordinary when caused by 
the expansion of a hard-wood tree, A 
few weeks, ago some half-hardy an¬ 
nuals were sow.n in a frame just 
cleared of a winter crop in the gar¬ 
dens of Kelsey Park, Beckenham, and 
the lights closed ‘ to hasten germina¬ 
tion. Some days afterwards signs of 
cracking were observed in the brick 
work, and gradually, a block weighing 
in the aggregate one and one-half hun¬ 
dredweight was' pushed out of position. 
After cutting out several-bricks a mass 
of mushrooms was found, three pounds 
three ounces in weight, growing in the 
centre of, the wall, The mycelium had
